CERTIFIED DAY INDUSTRIAL SCHOOLS. 


Recommendations of tlie Chief Secretary for Ireland as to Parliamentary 
Grant. (Children Act, 1908, Section 80.) 


Whereas it is enacted by section 80, as adapted by subsections (1) and (3) of 
section 133 of the Children Act, 1908, as follows : — 

“ There shall be paid out of money provided by Parliament, towards the custody, 
industrial training, elementary education, and meals of children sent to a day industrial 
school, such sums, on such conditions, as the Chief Secretary, with the approval of the 
Treasury, may recommend : 

“ Provided that — 

“ (p) the conditions of a parliamentary contribution to a day industrial school 
shall provide that the education given in the school shall be on such 
level of efficiency as would enable the school, if a national school, to 
obtain a parliamentary grant ; 

“ (6) any conditions recommended by the Chief Secretary for the purposes of 
contributions to a day industrial school shall be laid before Parliament, 
in the same manner as minutes of the Board of Education relating to 
the annual parliamentary grant : ” 

I hereby, in pursuance of the said Act, recommend that the sums to be contributed 
out of moneys provided by Parliament (hereinafter called the grant) to the managers 
of any certified day industrial school, in respect of children attending the same under 
orders of detention, attendance orders, or without any order of court, shall be such 
sums, and shall be paid on such conditions, as are hereinafter set forth. 

I. The grant, which shall be payable quarterly, shall be reckoned on the basis of 
the number of children in attendance as follows : — 

(1) For children sent under an order of detention (section 78) in cases where, if the 

child were sent to a residential industrial school, the Treasury grant would 
be more than 2s. — 2s. a week. 

(2) For children sent under an order of detention (section 78) in cases where, if the 

child were sent to a residential industrial school, the Treasury grant would 
be 2s. — Is. 6 cl. a week. 

(3) For children attending under an attendance order or without an order of court 

(section 79) — Is. a week. 

The number of children in each of the above classes in respect of whom the grant 
may be given shall be the average number of the particular class in attendance 
throughout the quarter. 

II. The grants shall be payable on condition that satisfactory provision be made 
for — 

(1) Custody (accommodation, detention, medical and other care). 

(2) Industrial training. 

(3) Elementary education. 

(4) Meals. 

If, after a quarter’s notice that a school is defective in any of these matters, the 
school is found to be still defective in that matter, the. grant for the past or for the 
following quarter may be reduced by an amount not exceeding, in respect of each 
matter in which the school is defective, one-fourth of the whole grant : Provided that 
the Chief Secretary may, where there are special circumstances that would justify 
it, pay the full grant notwithstanding such defect, or may restore any portion of the 
grant after it has been withdrawn.

III. No grant, in respect of elementary education shall be given unless the school 
is kept on a satisfactory level of efficiency, having regard to the circumstances and 
needs of the children in attendance. 

IV. Special additions to the grant may be made in respect of drawing and manual 
instruction, at the same rates and on the same conditions as in residential industrial 
schools. 

V. The school shall be at all times open to inspection by His Majesty’s Inspector 
of Reformatory and Industrial Schools, who will visit each school at least once a year, 
and occasionally without notice. 

Where he considers it desirable, the Inspector may hold an oral or written 
examination of any class in the school on the work done in the class since the 
commencement of the current year of instruction. Such examination, when held, 
will be arranged by the Inspector after consultation with the head teacher, and after 
consideration of any examinations which may have been held during that period by 
the head teacher or the teacher of the class. 

VI. The head teacher of the school shall be approved by the Inspector. 

VII. The average number in attendance shall be found by adding together the 
attendances of all the children for any period and dividing the sum by the number of 
times the school has been open for daily instruction for the same period. 

VIII. The attendance of a child at the school on any day shall not be reckoned 
unless such attendance includes at least three hours of secular instruction, nor shall it 
he reckoned unless the child attends not later than 12 noon. 


IX. Registers of admission and attendance shall be kept, and no grant shall be 
given unless the admission and daily attendance of scholars is carefully registered by 
or under the supervision of the superintendent of the school, and is verified from time 
to time by the managers. 


X. Notwithstanding anything to the contrary in these recommendations, the grant 
shall continue to be paid in respect of the children absent owing to an epidemic, 
provided that the cause of the absence is recorded in the registers of the school, and 
that a certificate is furnished to the Chief Secretary by the clerk to the managers 
or other duly authorised person that the absences are due to an epidemic, and that 
the approval of the Chief Secretary is obtained. 


XI. If any question arises as to the interpretation of these recommendations, or as 
to the fulfilment of any of the conditions specified therein, the decision of the Chief 
Secretary shall be final.
